instrument was no doubt brought 
about in his efforts to help the deaf 
to hear. Hence fame and foftUffl 
his, and they are being used to the 
utmost to revolutionize the existing 
methods of teaching the deaf in this 
country. He has a deaf wife and it 
is said a deaf child ; but ho knows, 
beyond manual spelling, nothing 
about the sign-language. The com- 
bined system, that is to say, the most 
adapted method, employing signs, 
manual spelling, speech, lip-reading 
and aural practice, has its champion in 
the nersonof E. M. Gallaudetj Ph.D., 
LL.l)., President of the National 
Deaf-Mute College at Washington, 
and youngest son of the pioneer of 
deaf-mute instruction in America, 

In a reoent very able address be- 
fore the British Deaf and Dumb 
Association, Dr. Gallaudet cited some 
eminent German authorities such as 
Moritz Hill, " easily first, among the 
oral touchers of Germany," and u a 
Mr. Heidsick, an instructor of ability 
and prominence in Broslau." Among 
other things Hill says, "To banish 
the language of natural signs from 
the school -room and to limit ourselves 
to articulation is like employing a 
gold key which does not fit the boh 

of the door we would open and re

Mr. Heidsick in speaking of institu- 
tions that "hide the refuse classes in 
obSCUre and not easily accessible 
places," adds "the German [oral]

remorseless grasp. For an hour or 
two before and fully half an hour 
after Starting, the rain came down in 
torrents and the mountain tops were 
hidden by the dark ami lowering 
clouds.

There are two inclines up which

are every moment apprehensive that 

(hey will be hurled into the valle\ 
low. The entire distance traversed 

is eighteen miles, and every yard of 

the way is exciting and interesting, 

while the grandeur and magnitude of 

the Scene approaches the sublime. 

Every one who has travelled on the 

"sw itch-back 1 ' once must yearn t' 
perience the thrilling sensation again. 
The Mauch Chunk contingent 

climbed into the cars of tho Now 
Jersey Central with alacrity, and 
after paying ten cents each to the 
Vail I. were whirled to Glen 

Onoko. This famous place must be 

seen to be appreciated. The train 

bursts through a mountain tunnel 
and halts at the Glen, On all Bides are 
h'fty and precipitous mountains.
